On Monday I went underneath the wharf at Pacific Seafood to confirm that the final leak discovered in January had been 

repaired. It was not leaking at that time. I did notice a discharge from a small pipe as well as a new leak on the process 

piping. Can you identify what the unknown discharge is? Also, the new leak needs to be repaired ASAP. 40CFR requires 

that direct discharge of wastewater to waters of the United States must be permitted under the NPDES Program. I wHI 
be contacting you shortly to set up a meeting to address some other piping issues and to get information regarding the 

changes to your pretreatment system.

a copy of Pacific Seafood's accidental discharge/slug control plan mentioned in the previous e-mail or let me know when 

I can expect a copy. As per our phone conversation earlier, corrective actions listed in an Inspection Report dated 2-28-
18 gave a deadline for a knife gate on a pipe conveying untreated shrimp process water to be removed and the pipe 
capped prior to April 1 or the start of shrimp processing. In a phone call dated 3-6-18, John King stated the knife gate 

would be sealed by Friday 3-9-18. The timeframes have passed and this corrective action has not been performed. This 

e-mail will stand as a Warning Notice of Violation. Please respond with a timeframe for this corrective action to be 

completed.

saying shrimp was being peeled that day, again this Saturday, and would probably be consistent starting next 
week. Please confirm this. Thank you for keeping the sampling manhole clear of obstructions as requested. Also, last 
year l mentioned the requirement in Permit# 37 of maintaining and submitting a logbook of shrimp processing 
operations, but by that time operations were shut down for the year. Failure to do so is a violation of the current 
permit. Partl-Site Specific Requirements, section M states: 

The permittee shall maintain a logbook of shrimp processing operations. The logbook shall contain at a 
minimum; dates of when shrimp processing commences and ceases as well as maintenance activities of the 
DAFT System. The permittee shall submit copies of the logbook to the City of Eureka on a weekly basis during 
shrimp processing operations. Submittals from the preceding week shall be submitted to the City of Eureka on 
the following Monday. 

Secondly, Part 1, Section Q states: 

The perrnittee is required to develop and implement an accidental discharge/slug control plan which provides, 
at a minimum, the following: 

1. Description of discharge practices including non-routine batch discharges.

Hello Danie!, 

Thanks for stopping to talk to me this morning. Here's an update of where we're at. 

After discovering the leaks under the dock around 3:40pm yesterday afternoon, I instructed our maintenance manager 
to call Maple pluming. He spoke with them last night at 4:35pm and set up an appointment for 8:30am this morning. 

Maple was here at 8:30am and was able to get under the dock to assess the piping before the tide came up and made lt 
inaccessible. They found 4 areas that needed immediate attention and made up a part list to replace and tie in all 
leaking pipes immediately, then we'll look at a more extensive assessment of all pipes. Maple said they'd begin putting a 
crew together this morning and if they have the parts, would attempt to start as soon as this afternoon when the tide 
goes out. 

I also spoke with Mike Roberts last night at 4:10pm, one of our corporate engineers who's been helping with our waste 
water project, he will be stopping what he's working on and be in Eureka on Sunday night. 

The one pipe that was disconnected and had water flowing out was coming from our whole cook line. Monday night and 
Tuesday was the first time we'd had production in that area since last august. We are not running the whole cooks today 
and found no water coming from that pipe this morning. 

!n addition to replacing/repairing the pipes, we are also implementing an SOP to inspect under the dock no less than 
once a week going forward. With the transients we have living and sleeping under our dock, we believe this will help us 
to keep up on the .situation from natural erosion to intentional damage,
